“MENTAL ATTITUDE” 
Is BASIC OBJECTION 


Her Incapability of Bearing 

- Arms Said to Be No 
Ground for Refusal to 
Promise to Do It.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—-The 
Department of Justice has deter- 
mined to go to the United States 
Supreme Court in its effort to keep 
Schwimmer, Hungarian 
pacifist, and one of the leaders in 
the Ford “‘Peace Ship’ movement, 
from becoming a citizen of the 
United States. 

In a petition to the Supreme 
Court for a writ of certiorari to 
review the decision of the seventh 
Kederal Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which rendered a decision in fa- 
vor of Mme. Schwimmer’s naturali- 
zation, the Department declared 
that “the mental -attiude of the 
individual toward tke Government 
and its defense. with its necessary 
influence on others, is a vital mat- 
ter.”’ 

Mme. Schwimmer filed her ap- 
plication for citizenship in the 
Chicago Federal Court, which 
denied the petition on the ground 
that she was unable to take the 
oath of allegiance prescribed by 
the naturalization laws, without a 
reservation. She had_ said she 
could not promise to bear arms 
for the United States. 
Hypothetical Query Thrown Out. 

She appealed to the Circuit 
Court. which reversed the decision 
of the lower court on the ground 
that she was too old to bear arms 
and that she was being denied 
citizenship on a hypothetical ques- 
tion. 

The Circuit Court remanded the 
case with direction to grant the 
petition for naturalization. 

In announcing today its deter- 
mination to appeal the case to the 
Supreme Court, the Department 
said, ‘“‘There is presented the ques- 
tion whither an alien pacifist who 
will not bear arms in defense of 
the Constitution and the Govern- 
ment of the United States... afid 
who is a writer, author and propa- 
gandist of such doctrines should 
nevertheless be naturalized because 
personally incapable of bearing 
arms by reason of age and sex.” 

The Department's brief, filed 
with the Court, said ‘the respond- 
ent is a clever woman. She was 
allowed very largely to make out 
her case by written answers to 
questions propounded to her and 
her answers were skillfully pre- 
pared and delivered with the evi- 
dent purpose of sticking to her 
convictions, but at the same time 
glossing over the difficult points 
in an effort to pass the naturali- 
zation test.” 

Mental Attitude Vital Point. 

After citing a number of de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court and 
other courts touchng on the ques- 
tion of naturalization, the Depart- 
ment in its brief declared: 

“The fact that the applicant for 
citizenship may or may not be able 
or willing to bear arms is not the 
sole consideration. The mental at- 
titude of the individual toward the 
Government and its defense, with 
its necessary influence on others, 
{s a vital matter.” 

“The tone of the respondent's 
statement shows that she is an ex- 
tremist,’”’ the bref continued. 

“Because of her sex and age 
there is, of course, no possibility 
that the respondent will ever be 
called upon personally to 
arms in defense 
but she does not believe in other 
people bearing arms in defense of 
the country, and she is a writer. 
author and propagandist by pro- 
fession. She does not believe in 
organized government as we umn-

That portion of the instrument 
known as the photometer, in which 
light is transformed into. electricity 
and thus measured, is so sensitive that 
a star many times too faint to be seen 
with the eye can be observed. It will 
even furnish data on stars that are 
too distant or too small to be observed 
with the eye through the powerful tel- 
escope itself. 

Having pointed the telescope toward 
a star, the observer looks through a 
microscope on the photometer and sees 
a fine wire moving across ‘the field of 
vision. This wire is driven by the 
electric current set up by the action 
of the star’s light. The wire registers 
the charze that the star imparts to the 
cell, The brighter the star, the faster 
the wire moves. In this way the star's 
light is measured with precision un- 
equaled by any other means.

“The chief use of the photo-electric 
photometer is in detecting slight fluc- 
tuations in starlight.

1ave been discovered sev- 
s that appear to grow smaller, 
arger, smaller and larger, in 
stant periods. They appear like 
reat hearts in the body of space, ,ex- 
panding and _ contracting, beating 
steadily through countless ages. 

What causes these fluctuations no 
one has yet definitely determined, ac- 
cording to Professor Baker. There are 
some stars that are known to be com- 
posed of great balls of gas, instead of 
solid substance like that in our own 
world. 

These “beating” stars may be 
such gas balls, expanding and contract- 
ing under the influence of alternat- 
ing heat. or cold. Or they may be 
stars that do not give out light of their 
own, but simply reflect it, as does the 
moon. The source of the reflected 
light coming closer to one of these re 
flecting stars would make it grow 
brighter, and thus appear larger. Re 
ceding, the source of light would 
cause the reflecting star to grow 
dimmer and consequently to appear 
snialler. 


HERE are several other theories 

about these stars. But Professor 

Baker and‘ his students will 
make serious effort to elimi 
nate theories and determine facts 
about them. 

Then there are the sun spots. NO 
body knows just what they are. It 
is impossible to look directly at the 
sun with the telescope, but there are 
no ill effects to be suffered from 0 
serving the sun with the tele-photo 
electric photometer, and here again 
the instrument is expected to prove its 
worth. 

For several years astronomers have 
been advancing a theory that certain 
weather disturbances (n0o° seasonal 
changes) on the earth's surface sf 
due to appearance of spots on the sum 
This comes from an observance that 
earthly disturbances, such as violent 
storms, tornadoes and protracted ralay

bitter consolation 
of the crash, the noise with which it 
tumbled, carrying along the Southern 
Baptist Home Mission Board, of which 
he was treasurer. 

Twice before had he tried to make 


a fortune out of nothing but some 
rather shoddy ideas, with legal and 
otherwise unpleasant’ consequences. 
But they had been puny efforts. In 
Atlanta he had juggied hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

He may be dead, of course. The 
three or four former associates who 
have remained loyal to Carnes in the 
face of overwhelming evidence that he 
put to his own uses more than a mil- 
lion dollars, which he obtained by vir- 
tue of his treasurership of the Baptist 
Organization, believe that he Is. 

Carnes left Atianta on August 15. 
He told his wife he was going to 
Raleigh, North Carolina, to see a bank- 
er, and from Raleigh he expected to 
go to New York and Boston. Nothing 
was heard from him for a week. - In- 
Quiry showed that he had failed to 
keep his appointment with the Raleigh 
banker. A week went by. Still there 
was no trace of him. But no alarm 
was felt. 

Something had delayed him, and he 
would explain, it was thought. There 
was no need to examine the books of 
this leading citizen, this model hus- 
band and father, and pillar of fhe 
Baptist church 

Still, when 10 days threatened to 
draw out to two weeks it was decided 
that the books should be examined. 


No one, of course, suspected Mr. 
Carnes. But then—as a matter of 
precaution, it was explained. They 


were found to be in perfect condition 
It was impossible to discover the 
slightest irregularity. 

This renewed the faith of the Mis- 
sion Board. A statement was prompt- 
ly issued, announcing that Carnes’ af- 
faira had been left in perfect order and 
requesting aid in a nation-wide searca 
for him. Two weeks and more went 
by, with no word of him. 


HEN it was decided to examine 

the mail that had been accumu- 
lating in the treasurer's absence. 

One of the first letters that was opened 
pertained to a loan to the board from 
a Southern bank that the members of 
the board knew nothing about. There 
were two or three other letters like 
this from other banks in the South. 
The board members became panicky. 
They wired every bank with which the 
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Carnes, as he looked upon completing 
a prison term at the Atlanta Federal 
Penitentiary. 


Mission Board had ever had any tran:- 
actions. And as the answers flooded 
in they showed a grand total of more 
than $1,000,000 which their treasurer 
had borrowed—with the unlimite: 
authority they had given him—-and 
had in no way accounted for. 

There was furious indignation. From 
his pulpit on the following Sunday 
Dr. W. H. Major, pastor of the Capitol 
Avenue Baptist Church, and a member 
of the Home Mission Board, likened 


Carnes to Judas. 
6A was faithful, liberal, humble 
and pious,’ Dr. Major said. 
‘‘In due course of time he became a 
deacon and about five years ago was 
made chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee of the congregation. Through- 
out all this time he never. did 
anything to arouse my suspicions or 
the suspicions of any other member 
of the Home Mission Board, so far as 
I knew. 

“I doubt if the eleven disciples were 
more amazed or dumbfounded by Ju- 
das’ betrayal than were the officers 
and members of the Home Mission 
Board when the verbal report of the 
auditors revealed to them Carnes’ 
shortage.”’

He had one office as president of the 
Phoenix Realty Company, and this was 
next door to the offices of the Franklin 
Mortgage Company, of which he was 
secretary and treasurer. He main- 
tained a group of offices in the Cand- 
ler Building as president of the Auto- 
matic Carlock Company. As Home 
Mission Board treasurer he had a desk 
in offices in the Wynne Claughton 
Building, and he spent two or three 
hours a day there. 

On the occasion of the meeting of 
the Southern Baptist convention as 
late as last May, his books had been 
audited and declared in perfect order. 
For a time the recent auditors were 
baffled—they were unable to find the 
discrepancies. 


HEY found, however, a secret 

| file in the offices of the real 
estate company that disclosed 
everything. Carnes, expert anditor 


that he is, had kept a perfect record 
of his defalcations. The file disclosed 
exactly the manner in which he had 
peddied the board’s credit to banks al! 
through the South, keeping his actions 
secret and withholding all correspond- 
ence concerning these transactions 
from the board officers. 

Like many mission and charitable 
agencies dependent upon contributions 
from a general membership, the Home 
Mission Board receives most of the 
finances in the fall and spring. Thus, 
for many years, it had been the cus- 
tom, born of necessity and practical 
business usage, for the board to 
finance itself for most of the year by 
loans negotiated through banks and to 
liquidate these obligations when the 


receipts from collections poured in. 


Carnes was permitted to sign notes 
for the board without the signature of 
any other officer. The bankers, from 
whom these loans were sought, be- 
lieved, naturally, that they were lend- 
ing funds to the Mission Board. And

Auditor Carnes had kept another ac- 
count that gave the Baptist board 
members a shock. This account re- 
vealed that Carnes had advanced more 
than $13,000 to finance the movie ca- 
reer of two young women attempting 
to break into stardom in Hollywood. 
With meticulous accuracy he had put 
down the exact amount he had sent to 
these girls. 

One of these was Miss Alfhid Nord- 
lie, who, for screen purposes, has 
taken the name of Sonia Nordia. His 
books showed he had sent her 
$3721.62. And in addition he had 
sent to her chaperone, Mrs. Louise 
Pope, $4304.67. Out in Hollywood, 
located by reporters, Mrs. Pope and 
Sonia say these figures are all wrong. 

‘He sent precious little money,’ 
the former said. But Sonia was tear- 
ful and insisted that he had financed 
her for some time, even though she 
had advanced no farther toward star- 
dom than an occasional extra's part. 
She and Mrs. Pope are stranded in 
Hollywood.

They learned 
that Carnes had served two prtson 
terms for fraud. 

Mrs. Carnes bore the brunt of these 
newest disclosures. She had lived for

nine vears, concealing all this, hiding 
it from a godly community in which 
even the breath of scandal would have 
meant destruction. Now she saw it pa- 
raded before everyone. 

A certain type of novelist would 
describe Mrs. Carnes as “long-sup- 
fering.’’ She certainly is that—one of 
those self-effacing women who rarely 
complain. 

The bare record suffices 
to show what a woman of 
her righteous upbringing 
must have endured with 
Carnes. As Maude Collins, 
she was the daughter of a 
prominent and fairly pros- 
perous Cartersville (Geor- 
gia) family. In 1904 she 
married Carnes, who was 
then 28. 

For several years he 
worked as auditor for a 
railway in Alabama. But 
get-rich-quick schemes lured him. He 
advertised a stock-selling system in 
which the stockholders were to get 
large returns through his system of 
discounting the pay checks of railway 
workers. He is said to have obtained 
pearly $13,000 in this way. But final- 
ly the Federal authorities threatened 
to prosecute him for using the mails 
to defraud. He hastily fled. 

In 1914 Mrs: Carnes secured a dl- 
vorce, on the grounds of cruelty and 
the fact that her husband was a fgui- 
tive from justice. She had two small 
sons. A year earlier Carnes had been 
indicted for fraud at Birmingham. He 
was still missing. 

Before he could be found to answer 
to this charge he was arrested at £1 
Paso, Texas, and taken to Kansas 
City on another charge of using the 
mails to defraud in connection witli 
his promotion of the Lindberg Real 
Estate Company. He was convicted 
and sentenced to serve four months in 
the jail at Clinton County, Missouri. 
This was on May 11, 19165. 


end of the four months he was 

rearrested by Federal authorities 
to answer to the Birmingham indict- 
ment. Again he was convicted and this 
time he was sentenced to 13 months 
in the Federal penitentiary here, 

At the end of that time, in 1917, 
he rode the trolley six miles into At- 
lanta and found himself a job very 
quickly as proprietor of a dental sup- 
ply business” He changed shortly, 
however, to auditing and went with 
a large firm that audited the books 
of various concerns. Among these was 
the Home Mission Board. During 
this period Carnes was able to con- 
ceal the fact of his prison record. 

Officers of the Mission Board were 
impressed by Carnes. He has a glib, 
convincing manner. He has the kind 
of pep that stirs church meetings and 
spurae on Y. M. C. A, drives. The Mis- 
sion Board members offered him the 
treasurership of their organization and 
he accepted.

It 
pleases them to fancy that he may 
have escaped and have come into 
their very midst, in the person of 
a mysterious boarder—who hap- 
pens to have a Paris label on his 


luggage. Their conversation is 
something like this: 
“They say that he has killed 


dozens and dozens of women!” 

“And eaten them':”™ 

“No. no: I hardly believe that: 
I doubt that.” 

“TI understand that he 
eats them.’ } 

“Well, at all events, he 
killed hundreds of women!” 

“No, my dear. Let us be just. 
We must agree to be just. Not 
hundreds. Thirty-nine. That isa 
better figure. Yes; we can agree, 
I think, on thirty-nine.’ 

By what reasoning this lady has 
arrived at the figure thirty-nine 
she does not say. She has, as a 
matter of fact, no more basis for 
her opinion than has the lady who 
prefers to deal in hundreds; but 
she makes her assertion with as 
much quiet assurance as if she 
had been in direct communication 
with the Ministry of Justice. 

The lonely farm. or. better still, 
the wayside tavern, where the sol- 
itary traveler comes vut never de- 
parts—this nas been a favorite 
subject for stories, true or ficti- 
tious, ever since stories have been 
told.

HE Benders had four or 
[tive days’ start; they van- 

ished into darkness. Vig- 
jlance committees, mounted posses 
of men, soon started in pursuit, 
but the result of their efforts is 
a disputed theme in Kansas. Here 
are some of the beliefs—all of 
which are stated with much as- 
surance: 

1. They got away and were 
never seen again. 

2. They went by wagon to 
Chanute, and bought tickets to 
some point in Texas. Leaving the 
train, however, at Chetopa, they 
started on foot through the Indian 
Nation (Oklahoma). They were 
overtaken, as they were about t9 
cross the Grand (?) River, and all 
hanged. This is related by Colo. 
nel Triplett; he was present it the 
search of, the Bender house. tle 
discredits it, however, as probably 
“a mere sensational story.” Vari- 
ous persons, as he points out, were 
being arrested for months after- 
ward and taken to Oswego, Kan- 
sas, for identification. This would 
not have happened if the Benders 
were really dead. At Chanute 
(then called New Chicago) a pair 
of horses with a wagon were left 
hitched to a post, and without 
food or water for two days, before 
anyone realized that they had 
been abandoned. This wagon was 
thought either to have been left 
by the Benders, or else by confed- 
erates, as a false clew to mislead 
pursuers. 

3. Captain Duke, in compiling 
his “Celebrated Cases,’’' wrote to 
the chiefs of police of Cherry- 


vale and Independence, Kansas. 
The replies are dated 1910. Chief 
Kramer of Cherryvale wrote that 
his father-in-law lived on a farm 
adjoining the Bender place and 
helped find the bodies. When he 
was asked what became of the 
family he would give a knowing 
look and reply that they would 
never bother anyone else. After 
the vigilance committee had gone 
in pursuit old man Bender's wag- 
on was found by. the roadside rid- 
died with bullets. Chief Kramer 
adds: ‘‘You will have to guess 
the rest.’’ Chief Van Cleve of In- 
dependence wrote that he had 
lived in that town for 40 years, 
and it was his opinion that the 
Benders never escaped. Some of 
the vigilance committee were still 
living in 1910; they would not 
talk, but would look wise when 
the subject was mentioned. They 
smiled at reports of recent discov- 
eries of the Benders. 

4. The Benders were members 
of a large and well-organized gang 
of desperadoes and horse thieves, 
operating on the sonthern border 
of Kansas, in the Indian Territory 
and in Texas. This accounts for 
the disappearance of all the horses 
and wagons which were _ stolen 
from their victims. Some of the 
gang helped the Benders to 
escape. 

5. Still another theory is that 
they went by railway from Thayer 
to Humboldt, Kansas, a small 
town on a railroad which ran to 
Vinita, Indian Territory, and 
thence to Denison, Texas. They 
traveled on that train to the south 
and disappeared forever. This 
theory is arrived at by the process 
of eliminating other possible 
routes. It is given, apparently as 
the opinion of the author, in the 
book by Mr. J. T. James—the 
most complete. and rational work 
on this subject which I have seen. 


HERE are undoubtedly 
many other theories. The 
chief problem is not the 
route by which they escaped at all. 
The posse which started in pur- 
suit divided into four parties; 
many of these men were veterans 
of the Civil War; they were skil- 
ful, brave and determined. One 
party went south toward the In- 
dian Territory: they were seven 
in number, under command of a 
former Captain in the Union army.
